It is with utmost respect for you and your office that I write to ask you not to place Tracie Hunter in 
prison.

It is my understanding that Ms. Hunter is the primary caretaker of her elderly mother who needs 
assistance. Obviously, if she serves time in prison it will create difficulties for her mother to be taken 
care of. 

As you know, jail space is at a premium for violent offenders and Ms. Hunter poses no violent harm to 
anybody. 

I understand that Ms. Hunter has made your job difficult, but in my opinion, for the reasons stated, it is 
in the best interests of the city that Ms. Hunter not be placed in prison.
